Spain Bases 
Not Involved 
With French 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon says its decision to 
base jet fighter squadrons in 
Spain is not the result of France 
ordering all foreign military 
forces and bases from its terri- 
tory. 


A Pentagon spokesman said 


Thursday there now are no U.S. 
air squadrons in France. He 
said the decision to base three 
squadrons of Air Force F100 jet 
fighters 
at the Torrejon Air 


Base was made to lessen the 
strain on the U.S. Tactical Air 
Command. 


The command has been rotat- 


ing three squadrons of jets from 
the United States to Italy and 
Turkey. The Spanish base will 
permit Italy a n d Turkey to be 
served by U.S. Air Force units 
in Europe. 


About 800 Air Force men from 


the United States will be trans- 
ferred to the Spanish base out- 
side Madrid by the end of this 
month. Torrejon is one of three 
air bases used hv the United 
States in Spain. The others are 
at Moron in southern Spain and 
Zaragoza in eastern Spain. 


Torrejon also is the base for 


KC135 jet tankers used to refuel 
B52 bombers. Spain now barts 
aerial refueling over its territo- 
ry after a KC135 and a B52 col- 
lided last January. Four hydro- 
gen bombs were lost, including 
one that was not recovered until 
last week in the Mediterranean 
sea. The others were found on 
Spanish territory shortly after 
the crash.

School Committee has again 
voted to ban busing as a way to 
end racial imbalance in public 
schools, and the action cost the 
city $16 million in state educa- 
tion funds. 


The funds were cut off as of 


today 
by the 
Massachusetts 


Board of Education on reeom- 
mendaiton of Education Com- 
missioner Owen B. Kiernan. 


"Commissioner

the Boston School Committee to 
betray the trus tof thousands of 
voters who elected them on the 
chief issue that there would Dd 
no busing of their children," 
William E. O'Connor, school 
committeeman, said before the 
5-0 vote was taken Thursday 
night. 


The 
three-year-old 
dispute 


involves the quality of schools in 
the predominantly Negro Rox- 
bury section. It has led to two 
one-day school boycotts and a 
civil rights protest march of 
some 10.000 persons. 


Louise Day Hicks, former

ber, said today there can be no 
suitable plan to ending racial 
imbalance in the schools. 


"It can't be done," she said.

Vision Adjusts Gradually 
After Cataract Removal

Q—How soon after a suc- 


cessful c a t a r a c t removal is 
sight restored to the eye? 


A—It is customary to keep 


the eye bandaged tor about 
10 days after such an opera- 
tion. When the bandage is re- 
moved, vision is restored but 
may be distorted due to the 
loss of the lens. In some per- 
sons, this can be corrected by 
wearing a contact lens in ad- 
dition to the glasses previ- 
ously worn. In those who are 
unable to wear a contact lens, 
there is a gradual readjust- 
ment of binocular vision with 
a change in the prescribed 
glasses. 


Q—Is it possible success- 


fully to remove a c a t a r a c t 
from an eye that has already 
had a detached retina? 


A—Yes. The retina and the 


lens are completely separate 
structures. 


Q—Is it possible to remove 


a cataract by freezing instead 
of cutting? 


A—It is possible by freez- 


ing instead of squeezing. The 
use of a sub-freezing extractor 
has several advantages over 
the older method but it does 
not eliminate, the necessity of 
cutting t h r o u g h the hard 
outer capsule of the eyeball. 


Q—Every time I take two 


or three aspirins for a cold, 
dark red blotches appear on 
my arms. What can I do for 
this? 


A—In persons who are hy- 


persensitive to aspirin, such 
a rash is common. This is a 
mild form of aspirin poison- 


ing rather than a true allergy. 
Most persons who take aspirin 
for m i n o r complaints take 
two or three when they would 
get a better result with less 
danger of poisoning if they 
took only one tablet and re- 
peated the dose not oftener 
than e v e r y four hours. Of 
course, much larger doses are 
needed in the treatment of 
arthritis or rheumatic fever. 
If you use the smaller dose, 
however, and still get a rash, 
you should switch to another 
drug. 


Q—Will aspirin c a u s e an 


increase in blood pressure? 


A—No, and it will not lower 


it either. 


Q—Is (here any danger in 


t a k i n g buffered aspirin and 
Darvon together three times 
a day for years? They relieve 
the backache and discomfort 
I have with a p r o l a p s e d 
uterus. My doctor says an op- 
eration is the only way to 
correct it but he will not do 
this because of my age. I am 
80. 


A—These two drugs can be 


taken together but it is un- 
usual for anyone to need both. 
Age alone is no longer a valid 
reason to refuse s u r g e r y , 
thanks to a n t i b i o t i c s , im- 
p r o v e d surgical technique 
and modern pre- and post- 
•operative care.

Rockefeller said Wednesday. 


It was Round 3 in the Van, 


Dalsem - GOP bout over state' 
highway expenditures. 


The battle 
began when the 


Republican newspaper, the Ar- 
kansas; Outlook, said Tuesday 
that state 
highway tax reve- 


nues had been abused through 
construction of a $154,000 bridge 
on Arkansas 155 near Van Dal- 
sem's property. The GOP said 
that the county road paralleling 
the eastern boundary of some 
400 acres owned by Van Dal- 
sem was taken into the state 
highway system as part of Ar- 
kansas 155 after Van Daisem 
cleared his land. 


Van Dalsem said 
the road 


serves 3,000 acres, and even- 
tually will be an access road 
to a large recreational area to 
be 
developed by 
the 
South 


Fouche Watershed Association, 
of which Van Dalsem is presi- 
dent. 


Van 
Dalsem 
countered 


Wednesday by saying the GOP 
is not free from involvement in 
public projects that benefit pri- 
vate individuals, in particular 
Rockefeller. 


He said if the Republicans 


were really interested in the 
matter they should investigate 
construction of an airport on 
Pc'Ut Jean 
Mountain. About 


$200,000 in federal funds was 
spent 
on the airport 
which 


Rockefeller uses 95 per cent of 
the time, he said. 


Rockefeller 
said 
Van Dal- 


sem's reference to the airstrip 
owned by the Petit Jean State 
Park was "so irrelevant that I 
see no need to comment on it, 
but should anyone be interested, 
all the details are a matter of 
public 
record." 
Rockefeller 


said of the facility. 


Van Dalsem also mentioned 


the paving of a loop road that 
runs by Rockefeller's Winrock 
Farm on Petit Jean. 


Rockefeller said he paid $44,- 


446 of the total cost for paving 
the county road, federal match- 
ing funds amounted to $41,918 
and Conway County paid $750. 


"The state of Arkaasas did 


not spend one nickle," he said. 


"There is no comparison" 


Rcokefeller said, "between his 
road (Van Dalsem; road and 
the road atop Petit Jean Moun- 
tain." 


Rockefeller said 
the Petit 


Jean road serves as tleast 150,- 
000 tourists a year, as well as 
local residents.

and sat down. He didn't say a 
word, seeing no reason to ex- 
plain why he walked into the 
tag. 


As it turned out, though, he 


had a good reason. In rounding 
third, the youngster reinjured a 
thigh muscle. 


"I knew if I stopped at third 


and didn't try to score, Luman 
would think I couldn't run and 
I'd be out of the line-up." Staub 
explained. "So as I rounded 
third I felt the muscle go, and I 
just pulled up. 


"I knew if I tried to keep run- 


ning, I'd hurt it bad and might 
l:e out 'he rest of the season. I 
was already around third, I 
didn't know where the ball was 
or 
whether 
they were even 


trying to make a play on me, 
and so the only thing I saw to do 
was jus least on toward 
the 


plate."
